Records from the police department produced by Allan Buddo, secretary 
to the police department, were not used, because Mr, Buddo explained that 
they were not complete. He could produce all the records on his files, 
which would show complaints or instructions received by Chief Lancey from 
the commissioner during the past few months, and was informed that he 
would be required to do go later,

While the evidence of Daisy Kerns incriminated no public official, it 
produced a profound effect upon the few people who Were allowed to remain 
in court while: she told her story.
